Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
0,761 ,708 or under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by WO 99/19063. 
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Both EP 0,761,708 and WO 99/19063 disclose compositions comprising 
multimetal compounds in suspension form with at least two additional substances 
selected from the group consisting of water, polyether, and surface-active substances. 
The compositions are made in the identical manner to those of the instant examples 
and therefore the artisan would expect them to be identical to those being claimed 
herein. The intermediate product of each of the references prior to drying in the 
reference examples is indistinguishable from the instantly claimed suspension. 

The examiner is mindful of the declaration of record. However, it does not 
overcome the hereinabove rejection because the compositions as claimed are identical. 
The applicants are not claiming a wet filter cake or the method of producing the material 
or a composition produced by a method that requires the steps outlined in the 
declaration. In fact, the declaration method appears identical to the reference methods 
as well with the exception of the drying step and this is not even being claimed and so 
does not have any weight. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

Applicants' arguments filed February 19, 2003 have been considered but they 
are no persuasive. 

Applicants have amended the instantly claimed composition to recite that it is not 
an intermediate and is used directly as a catalyst. However, this limitation does not 
obviate the rejections of record because it is not considered to change the identity of the 
claimed catalyst composition. As discussed above, the reference catalysts and the 
instant catalyst appear to be made by exactly the same process and therefore the 
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examiner cannot see why they would not be exactly the same. It is acknowledged that 
the references do not specifically recite certain limitations such as the content of 
platelet-shaped particles; however, since the processes for producing the reference 
catalysts and the claimed catalysts are identical, the examiner cannot see why these 
limitations would not be inherent, nor have applicants addressed this position. 
Accordingly, even though applicants directly employ this suspension as a catalyst, if it is 
exactly the same as the intermediate product of the references, it is not patentable and 
is anticipated irrespective of claim language regarding such intended use. Additionally, 
applicants' comments regarding claim 1 now requiring the "complete catalyst, and not 
simply a multimetal cyanide compound, in suspension form" have been considered but 
are not convincing because the intermediate of the references also contains the 
additionally claimed catalyst components.
